London, July 8.—People 
in all parts of tlie Empire 
felt sympathy when, within 
twenty-four hours of Em¬ 
pire-wide thanksgiving ser¬ 
vices for his recovery, un¬ 
satisfactory progress of a 
phase of the King’s illness 
prevented his planned de¬ 
parture from London to-day 
lor Sandringham, British 
roval summer home in Nor¬ 
folk. 

The official announcement dis¬ 
claimed Immediate serio'us symptoms, 
declaring the general health of the 
King was satisfactory. It was added 
that yesterday's service In Westminster 
Abbey had not fatigued the sovereign 
Four doctors, however, those whose 
names became familiar during the 
long illness, signed the statement, 
which concluded with the words: 
"There has been unsatisfactory pro¬ 
gress In the sinus In the right chest.” 

Departure for Sandringham, there¬ 
fore. was being delayed for a short 
period to permit further X-ray exam¬ 
inations. 

All preparations were made this 
afternoon for a thorough* X-ray 
examination of the King and the 
various doctors In attendance on 
Ills .Majesty gathered at the pal¬ 
ace. Dr. Graham Hodgson and his 
assistant arrived at the palace at 
4 o’clock. Sir Stanley llewett. 
Lord Dawson, of Penn and Dr. 
Martyn and Sir Hugh RTgby 
* rived a few minutes later. 

DOCTORS’ BILLETIN' 

The bulletin Issued by the doctors 
earlier In the day said: 

"The King was not fatigued by the 
ceremony of the thanksgiving service. 
His Majesty's general health is good. 

"The condition of the sinus In the 
right chest has not made Satisfactory 
progress. 

"In order to gain the assistance of 
a further X-ray examination. His Ma¬ 
jesty's departure for Sandringham has 
been postponed for a short period." 

The zulletln was ’signed by Sir 
8tanley Hewett. Dr. Henry L. Martyn. 
Sir Hugh M. Rigby and Lord Dawson 
of Penn. 

POSTPONEMENT IS. BRIEF 
In court circles the opinion was the 
physicians* bulletin was favorable, par¬ 
ticularly as it Indicated there was no 
fatigue after yesterday’s imposing 
ceremony In Westminster Abbey and 
that It probably was necessary only 
for the King to remain at Buckingham 
palace a few additional days. The 
statement by the physicians that the 
postponement was only for a short 
period was regarded as very hopeful. 
A large crowd was waiting expectantly 
outside Buckingham palace when fin¬ 
ally the official announcement was 
Issued. 

It In understood His Majesty Is not 
confined to bed. as was the case for 
time when he had a setback at 
Windsor. In fact, to-day’s bulletin 
emphasized that the King's general 
health was good. 

It was stated on good authority that 
there was no rise in the King's tem¬ 
perature and that there should be no 
alarm, as the trouble was purely local. 
TAKES SHORT WALK 
London. July 8.—Although unable 
to leave London to-day for the royal 
summer palace at Sandringham. King 
George was able to take his usual walk 
in the grounds of Buckingham palace. 
His walk was brief, owing to the 
chilly temperature. 

REPORT AWAITED , . „ . ^ 

London, July 8—Dr. Grdham Hodg¬ 
son, radiologist, to-day called at Buck¬ 
ingham Palace and was stated to have 
made a thorough X-ray examination 
of the King, in accordance with a de¬ 
cision of His Majesty's physicians. 

The King's doctors spent an hour 
and a half at Buckingham Palace this 
afternoon. 

Dr. Hodgson will communicate the 
results of his examination to his col¬ 
leagues probably to-morrow. Mean¬ 
while no statement on the King's Con¬ 
dition will be issued. 


Old Orchard, Maine, July 8—1 lie 
monoplane Pathfinder, with Pilot 
Roger Q. Williams and Navigator 
Lewis A. Yancey aboard, took off 
from the beach here with Rome 
as Its destination at 8.19 a.in. 
to-day, eastern standard time. 

The filers expected to make the 
-1,700-mlle flight In forty-five to 
fifty hours. 

The plane took off after a run of 
about a mile and headed due south 
gaining an altitude of about 100 feet 
ns It left the beach. The ship then 
made a wide swing and headed east 
cm Its course until lost to sight in the 
fog. 

THREE PLANES AS ESCORT 
Three planes accompanied the Rome- 
bound plane. A United States coast¬ 
guard amphibian was on the left, a 
small commercial plane on the right 
and a large commercial amphibian 
close to the rear. 

Aboard the commercial amphibian 
were a dozen persons, among them 
Thea Rasche. German aviatrlx. 

The small commercial plane returned 
to the beach In a few minutes. 

The Pathfinder seemed to he 
just able to hold the hundred feet 
altitude as It passed out of sight. 
That was the ceiling uf the 
machine as computed by WUIIunis 
before the take-off. 

Food taken for the flight consisted 
Of roast chicken, three quart bottles 1 
of coffee, three quarts of water, six 
chocolate bars, eight oranges, six 
apples and a bottle of liquor. 

Yancey said they planned to land 
at an airfield about fifteen miles 
pouth of Rome. 

"I am a working man and I am 
going out to do a day’s work," | 
Yancey said when newspapermen 
asked him for a statement Just J 
before the take off. 

Wiliams, as usual, would not 
comment. 

BENZOL ADDED 

Before the plane left, thirty gallons 
of benzol were added to the 500 gallons 
of fuel to aid In the take-off.

The last congress was held 
In Finland in 1925. 

Contrasting with bright dresses of 
their lay sisters, the sombre uniforms 
of the many religious delegates were 
noticeable. The International Catho¬ 
lic Guild of Nurses, which has now 
changed its name to the International 
'Catholic Federation of Nurses, con¬ 
cluded Its sessions to-4ay and Its dele¬ 
gates. numbering about 1.500, at¬ 
tended the congress. 

Miss Nina D. Gage of New York, re¬ 
tiring president, opened the congress 
this afternoon with an address.

What To Do With 

Milk That Sours 


By SISTER MARY 

There is almost certain to be sour 1 
milk on hand during the hot weather. 
The first thing that comes to mind 
is cottage cheese, but when there’s, 
6nly one cup or less and there’s bak¬ 
ing to do the most satisfactory way 
to save the milk Is to use it In cakes j 
or cookies. 

Although many women hesitate to | 
use sour milk and soda In baking. It 
Is a simple thing to substitute sour 
milk for sweet milk In any recipe. 

The easiest rule to follow is to use j 
one-half teaspoon of soda for one cup i 
of sour milk and omit one teaspoon ! 
of cream of tartar or two teaspoons of 
baking powder from the recipe. 

Baking soda by Itself Is not to be 
recommended as a leaven, although 
it often Is used alone in making ginger 
bread and spice cake. When heated 
baking soda generates carbon dioxide, 

| which Is the great leavening agent In 
; flour mixtures, but the residue left 
I after the decomposition of the soda 
discolors the mixture and. makes the 
disagreeable taste and smell. How¬ 
ever. wh*n spices are used they dis¬ 
guise the color and odor.

EUROPEAN STABILITY AND CANADIAN 
FOREIGN TRADE 


A S AN INDICATION OF THE IN- 

flucnce of the re-establishment of European 
stability upon conditions in Canada, it is interesting 
to examine the volume and value of the trade of 
Canada with Europe before the war, during the post¬ 
war depression, and at the present time. 

Even during the depression Canadian exports to 
Europe were approximately 200 per cent, greater in 
volume than before the war. and for the fiscal year 
ending March 30, 1929. the total value of Canada’s 
sports direct to Continental Europe amounted to 
$169,000,000, as compared with $12,000,000 in 
1913. By volume, this increase amounts to «&out 
800 per cent., if we assume that prices of exports 
are approximately fifty per cent, higher than before 
the war. Canadian imports from Europe, on the 
other hand, dropped about forty-five per cent, below 
the 1913 level during the depression, and are now 
17.5 per cent, greater than the pre-war volume. 

In order to make this study complete it was klso 
necessary to examine Canadian exports to Great 
Britain over the same period, since it was not im¬ 
possible that a larger pronortion of goods was exported 
to Europe by way of Great Britain before the war. 
Goods that are sent to Great Britain and then re¬ 
exported to the Continent are reported as being ex¬ 
ported to Great Britain. The value of exports to 
Great Britain and the Irish Free State for the fiscal 
year ending March 30, 1929, amounted to $434,- 
000,000, compared with $170,000,000 in 1913. 
I he increase amounts to about rixty-five per cent, 
by volume. While this analysis does not throw much 
light on the relative proportion of Canadian products 
which ifove to the Continent via British ports, yet it 
does make clear the fact that, though Great Britain 
remains the greatest export market for Canadian 
goods, the rate of increase in European demand for 
Canadian products is much more rapid than that of 
Great Britain. 

An interesting sidelight on ttie currents of inter¬ 
national trade is secured by the analysis of the 
volume of Canadian imports from Great Britain. 
During the fiscal year ending March 30. 1929, the 
value of these imports amounted to $194,000,000, 
as compared with $138,000,000 before the war. 
By making the same calculations to determine volume 
as were made in the statements given below, it is 
probable that the volume of imports from Great 
Britain is actually about five per cent, below the 
level of 1913.

THINKING MORE OF CANADA NOW 
r\ IS PATCHES TO CANADIAN NEWS- 

papers from Canadian correspondents in Great 
Britain during the last two weeks indicate a very 
gratifying reaction to the King Government’s nego¬ 
tiations in regard lo inter-Empire trade. We are 
told that the attention of the investing public is being 
directed to the many opportunities for putting money 
profitably in this Dominion. It even is 
bemgR^niW that there is likely to be a substantial 
falling off Sf the export of capital to the Argentine, 
for long an altraclive field for British money. 

1 his is all to the good. Predictions which our 
Canadian correspondents are making may come true. 
Evidently a new outlook is being developed. We 
know the British investor is missing big dividends by 
not investing more of his money in Canada; but the 
difficult part of the business is to convince him of 
the truth of this. Not even the displacement of 
British capital by United States capital in the Cana¬ 
dian investment field appears to have uade the im¬ 
pression upon him one would expect. It may be, 
therefore, that the King Government’s wise scheme 
for the further development of inter-Empire trade, so 
that the Empire will be less economically dependent 
upon foreign countries, will arouse him to a realization 
of what he is missing by not giving the Empire more 
of his financial backing.

THE CASE OF MR. STRACHAN 


M any people will resent the 

action of the Provincial Government in dis¬ 
pensing with the services of Mr. D. W. Strachan, 
who has filled ihe post of superintendent of the farm 
at Tranquille Sanatorium for fifteen years. Feeling 
is running high in the Kamloopj district over the 
matter, and the agricultural editor of The Vancouver 
Daily Province makes it clear that Mr. Strachan has 
not been fairly treated. This writer says: 

General regret Is felt throughout the district 
that David W. Strachan Is being superseded as 
superintendent of the Tranquille aanatorlum farm, 
of which he has been the head for the last fifteen 
yearn and which, under his management, has de¬ 
veloped into one of the show plaoes of the Province. 

The chief function of the Tranquille farm in. 
of course, to supply high quality milk, which forms 
one of the principal articles of diet of many of 
the patienta in the sanatorium, and with this ob¬ 
ject in view Mr. Strachan has built up a Holstein 
herd that ranks among the best in Canada. 

When he assumed charge fifteen years ago the 
dairy herd consisted of nondescript, low-producing 
grades of practically every breed. His first step 
was to purchase six head of purebred females 
from Colony farm, and from this foundation stock, 
with a few outside purchases, the present herd of 
over 100 head has been built up. Many of the 
herd have made notable records In the R.O.P.. 
while the average production has been raised from 
6.002 pounds of milk in the second year of his 
management to 16.000 pounds per cow per year. 

During the first nine years of his management, 
with the exception of one year when there was a 
small loss, the farm was conducted at a profit 
which, according to official statements of chartered 
accountants, amounted to from 8700 to as high as 
$4,663 in a year, In addition to the payment of 
mortgage Interest amounting to $1,200 to $1,400 
yearly. 

The general feeling here is that Mr. 8trachan 
has not been given due credit for his work.

VICTORIA MOVE TO 
CONTROL PARTV 

Action on Proposal For Island 
Conservative Association 
Deferred Until October

I Efforts of Victoria Conservatives to 
form a Vancouver Island Conservative 
A'-oclatlon to control party organiza¬ 
tion and the distribution of Provin¬ 
cial Government patronage Indepen¬ 
dent of the Central Conservative As¬ 
sociation of the Province, failed, tem¬ 
porarily. at leaf*, on Saturday when 
representatives of the various Island 
organizations gathered at Nanaimo. 

F. C. Elliott of Victoria said that 
the aim of the organization would be 
to handle affair- "for the organization 
of the Island so that it would, at the 
next election, be carried completely In 
the Interest of the Conservative cause." 

Reginald Hayward, M.P.P.. of Vic¬ 
toria. denied that the southern end of 
the Island was trying to "put any¬ 
thing over" the northern end. 

J. H. Beatty. K.P.P., of Victoria, ad¬ 
mitted the difficulty arising from the 
fact that it might be thought that 
Victoria, with the largest representa¬ 
tion, was trying to control the or¬ 
ganization. 

Senator Planta of Nanaimo declared 
i It would be difficult to get such an 
I organization to function. , and em- 
I phaslzed the difficulties that arose 
through multiplicity of organizations. 

Because of the fear of the Up-lsland 
constituencies that Victoria was try¬ 
ing to gain control of organization and 
patronage for the whole Island. It was 
decided to postpone action until Oc¬ 
tober 5. During this time negotia¬ 
tions will be carried on and General 
A. D. McRae. Federal organizer, will 
be consulted.

Berlin, July 8 — Fears of another 
European war dominated the sessions 
here Saturday of delegates from all 
Europe who met to prepare for a great 
peasants’ congress next January. * 

The delegate* all emphasized the 
dangers threatening the peasantry and 
discussed counteractive measures. 

Bishop Fan Noll, former President 
of Albania, spoke of the ever-present 
war menace In the Balkans through 
the conflicting Interests of Jugoslavia 
and Italy, which also involved France 
as an ally of Jugoslavia. 

Joseph Bolsseau of the French Con¬ 
federation Generate des Palsans Trav- 
a’lleurs (Peasant Workers’ Confedera¬ 
tion) spoke of the rapid Industrializa¬ 
tion of France, with which the agri¬ 
cultural development had not been 
able to keep pace. He said the growing 
antagonism of continental powers 
would Inevitably lead to a new burst 
unless a strong anti-war front was 
formed. . 

There were no Russian delegates 
present. It was pointed out that this 
peasant movement had nothing to do 
with Communism, being only designed 
to protect the working peasantry which 
would be badly hit by another war.
